Expert 


WASHINGTON, Joly 6.—The helicop- 


ter, or vertical-rising air machine, Is 
not an impossibility, and should a real 


i for such a type arise successful 


ones may be seen before many years, 
according to Dr. Albert F*. Zahm, aero- 
nautical expert for tha navy. 
Had 


there been a need for the helicopter 
during the war, he said, any of several 
types ' could have been perfected,, of 
ivhlch working: models have been flown. 


Dr. Zahm Is an expert on design and 


construction of all manner of. flying 
machines- 
For years he has applied 


his time to perfection of the airplane, 
and Is well qualified to pass upon the 
capabilities ot any. 


Much interest has been shown of late 


In reports of successful machines of 
tho helicopter type being perfected. In 
both Germany and England. However, 
while sorno flights have bee* made, 
none of any consequence are reported 
hy a machine equipped with horizontal 
propellors or revolving 
planes, 
de- 


signed to rise vertically from a con- 
fined apnco and descend on tho name. 


That (ho helicopter Is possible. Dr. 


Zahm said, is proved by the German 
machine, which, rising several time 
to mode rale heights, has carried ob- 
sorvers, remained almost 
stationary 


while In air, and descended In safety. 
Th« machine, however, has made 
extended flight, »uch a» would prove 
Its dependability, but was tethered to 
the ground by a mooring rope. 
At 


times, when the motors failed, the ma- 
chine dropped and the passengers anvei. 
themselves only hy le*pliig with par 
achutes. 


The experiments are continuing, how- 


ever, with the purpose of perfecting 
motor which can be depended upon to 
maintain the machine without auddan 
failure, the scientist explained, for, 
soon as the engine stops, the machine 
cannot glide to the ground AS does an 
airplane, but drops vertically.

RAILROAD 
TROUBLE 
, 


It is good news for fhe c.onntry that BO fnr na appears at proBPnt, 


there is Hide or no dnngrcr nf tiny ininiedmlc sprcnd of tho railroad strike, 
and the probability is, Ihnt tho difficulties between the Brotherhoods mid 
the Railroad Labor Board will eventually be satisfactorily niTnuaeil. Tho 
trackmen who had threatened to strike have postponed thoir wnlkuul 
ponding negotiations which promise a solnlion ot tho diffioultios involved. 
The statement issued by President Grnblo relative to this decision is 
sensible and likely to 
eivc him increased 
prestige in tho pending 


negotiations. Hero it is : 


"After most earoful considerntion of tho entire situation 


we have reached the conclusion that it is not wise for our 
membership to leave the service of tho carriers until every 
resource has been exhausted that affords a hope of ii peaceful 
adjustment." 
Despite the i!act that 90 per cent of the men voted in favor of a 


strike, President Grablo deemnd it wise to halt the strike cider and 
enter negotiations with the carriers on tho changes in tho wage schedule, 
working rules and the eontracling for repair work with outside sliopa. 
This action leaves tho shop crafts alone on strike; but thoy will liavo the 
backing of the others in their struggle for justice and llioro is no 
denying the fact Ihnt they arc the most inequitably paid clnsg of workers 
in any way connected with tho railroad business. 
A lurye proportion 


of them could earn more money in ourside industries. 


According lo the statement of B. Jl. Jewell, head of tho railroad 


employes' department of the American Federation of Labor, tho Knilrand 
Board had overlooked something which it 
should 
have done ImTuro 


declaring fhe strikers "outlawed." 
This, lie said, was to nigoliate n 


settlement between (lie shop crafts and the carriers which the board 
had not done. 
The strikers have an able nrid zealous advocate in .\lr. 


Jewell. 
The railroad men arc Hliowing a spirit oE 'conservatism and a 


willmgness to compromise that i£ reciprocated by tho curriers in likely 
to result in a salisfautorj' settlement. This is a poor tinto to strikii — 
indeed it would be hard to llnd a favorablo time to striko on n railroad; 
but in the present slate "t" the country, with tho industries hlni^gling 
back towards normalcy, n railroad strike would assuredly halt ilioir 
progress and prolong tho business depression. 


' The railroad unions renli/.e this fact and hesitate to inlliet such an 


injury on the country; but it is hoped Unit tho carriers will hhusv nn 
equal desire to avoid trouble and a willingness to compromise on a fair 
settlement of the issues in controversy. 


It IB hoped that Pronldont Harding
